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INT KOI-UimON 

Within a faw years after the his¬ 
torical settlement of MArllo and 
Sewell In I’ocshoritas, Virginians 
began to cross the mountains and 
settle. The beautiful section known 
now ss Pocahontas County attracted 
Its shsre of pioneers, and those, true 
to the characteristic of all American 
pioneers established churches and 
schools' almost Immediately after 
their homes were built. 

In some communities the school 
would he taught In a home, while It 
others the log school building— “TLt 
Old„ Field. Schools," as they wg/e 
called served the double purpose of. 
church and schools. 

This attempt at education Is prim¬ 
itive and crude enough to us, but It 
has many virtues worthy of our re¬ 
spect The thoroughness and earn¬ 
estness with which they maslerej 
the three H.s was a trait of charac¬ 
ter Indicative of the deep purpose to 
Improve and to progress. Persever¬ 
ance, sacrifice and hard work have 
built the modern schools of which we 
speak jo proudly, and "lest we for¬ 
get,” we review Tiers the develop¬ 
ment of education In Pocahontas. 
Hut the years will prove that the last 
chapter did not close the story; It Is 
but the beglhnlng. 

Progress of Education In Pocahontas 
County 

Kdray District 

In this history of educatlou In 
Pocahontas County we are going to 
* consider each district separately 
There are four districts In the coun¬ 
ty; Kdray, Little Levels, Hunters¬ 
ville and (ireenbank. We shall 
treat Kdray tlrst because It l as the 
county neat and the largest high 
school; also the first school In the 
county wan In this district. 

Mrs. Hob Moore named Kdray, a 
village four miles north ofMarllnton, 
from a lilble name In Joshua 12: 4. 
“And the coast of Og, king of 
Hashan, which was of the remnant of 
the giants, that dwelt at Ashtaroth 
and at Kdrel ” The name was given 
to Kdrsy District after the Civil 
War wi»en the county was divided 
Into districts. 

The drst school In Pocahontas 
County was taught In 1780 In the 
Drlnnen cabin, which stood a few 
miles above Marliutoii at the site of 
the present Fair Ground. The 
teacher was Henry Haker, who was 
killed In a raid made by a band of 
the Cat Indiana In 1786. This tribe 
Came from Pittsburgh. Usually the 
Indians who passed through Poes- 
cahontas came from the south, com¬ 
ing up the Ohio River and taking 
the Seneca Trail which passes through 
Marl Into!!. 

This school, like all others, until 
after the Civil War was a “pay 
school.” The term “pay school” 
meant that each student paid tuition 
The amount was usually five cents a 
day, but In cases where money was 
unavailable Its equivalent was paid 
in furs and similar articles. 

The next school that we have any 
record of was taught at Campbell- 
town In 1800, at School* House Mead¬ 
ow. This schoolhouse was typical of 
the earliest school buildings, being 
built of rough hewn logs; thespaces 
between the logs were chinked with 
sticks and stones and daubed with 


clay; thedoor was made of alabi and 
hung on woodan hinges: the floor, If 
any at all, waa made of puncheons; 
the roof waa made of clapboards, 
bald In place by heavy poles: the 
saata ware made of split logs, with 
pine driven In the round side for legs; 
and the building waa heated by.a 
rock fireplace which extended the 
entire length of one edd of the room. 

We do not know whether this 
school wsa taught continuously for 
forty-eight years, but the next au¬ 
thentic date we have Is 1848, when 
the school waa taken to the Plfer 
place at Riverside, probably t:> make 
It more central, as people were set¬ 
tling what was then called Marline 
bottom, now M*rilnton. This school 
closed after a term of two years. 

A school taught for a year or two 
at tha present Isham Waugh place 
preceded the Price Hollow school, 
which, built In ixgo, was the Hrst 
public school at Marllnton, and com 
menced an unbrokeo series. Among 
Its teachers were Mrs. Woodsey 
Moore, Mias Rmma Warwick, Judge 
MrGIIntlo of Roanoke College, I>r. 
Wm T. Price, D. I)., A M. # A. R , 
Washington and Lee; J. A. Mc¬ 
Laughlin and CharlesC. Cook, A. H. 
iirowu University. 

A fact always associated with the 
old schools was the short terms. 
Three, or four months at the most, 
was the usual length In the eighties 
Gradually the terms were lengthened 
until In 1919 the following school 
law In regard to the length of terms 
was passed by the Stste Legislature: 

The board _ of education of every 
district and Independent district 
■hall provide the schools of Its dis¬ 
trict a minimum school term In each 
year as follows: In the year 1919- 
|1920, one hundred and twenty days; 
In the year 1920-21, one hundred and 
thirty days'- In the year 1921-22, one 
{hundred and forty days; In the year 
1922-23, one hundred fifty days; In 
the year 11*23-24, and thereafter, one 
hundred sixty days. It Is piovtded, 
however, that the board of education 
of any district or Independent school 
district shall have authority to ex¬ 
tend such minimum school term in 
any year for as many days In addi¬ 
tion thereto as the board may deter¬ 
mine. It Is provided further, that If 
the proceeds of the regular levies au¬ 
thorized by law are insufficient to 
enable the board of education of any 
district to extend the term of school 
for a longer term than the minimum 
herein provided, such board may at 
any general election or at a special 
election submit to the qusMtt.'d 
voters of the district the question of 
laying an additional levy for such 
extension of the school term, and If 
petitioned to do so by at leart tifty 
taxpayers In any district, tl u hoard 
of education shall submit the ques¬ 
tion of such additional levy. If at 
any much election a majority of the 
votes cast on the question are In favor 
of such additional levy, It shall then 
be the duty of the board of education 
to make aucli extension and to levy 
on all the assessed valuation of pro-1 
perty In the district such additional 
levies as may be necessary to pay the 
additional coat of the s*me. The 
term of school fixed by such election 
shall continue from year to year so 
long as a majority of the votes cast 
at the election at which the question 
of “school levy” la committed be In 
favor of such “aohool levy,” or until 
the term so fixed shall be changed by 
a majority vote of the people In such 
district. The schools shall be open 
to all youth between the a^m uf u 
and twenty one for the full length ol 
the school term provided in thvlr ills 
trlct 

The Price Hollow sch.nd h%d a
